After such prominent film folk as Actor Adolphe Menjou, 
novelist Rupert Hughes and Producer- Jack Warner put the 
communist tag on various filmland persons and organiza- 
tions, the subcommittee's inquiry hit a dramatic peak with 
the entry of Viktor A. Kravchenko, former Soviet official 
who renounced communism 



in 1944. 

Hours earlier, a threat on 
Kravchenko's life was report- 
ed to police by his Beverly 
Hills host, Lee R. Brooks, 
businessman who may pro- 
duce an anti-communist film 
■ based on Kravchenko's ex- 
periences,

Murray told the CIO's top execu- 
tive board that in recent meeUnga 
between AFL and CIO merger com- 
mittees the APL "merely suggested 
that all the CIO unions enter the 
AFL." 

"All matters of basic policy affect- 
ing the structure of the CIO unions 
and other economic and political 
problems would, under the APL pro- 
posal, be held In abeyance and would 
be thrashed out In the APL con- 
vention ne«t October without any 
prior agreements or understand- 
Ings." Murray said. 

APL President William Oreen pre- 
dicted in Cincinnati yesterday that 
the AFL and CIO would merge 
within the next year. 

But Murray sold the APL aUltude 
unfortunately reflects an unawore- 
ness of the pressing and ImpcraUve . 
need of Joint action against Im- 
pending anU-labor legislation." 

"The proposal Is based on an ap- < 
parent beUef that CIO unions are 
prepared to abandon their funda- 
mental principles and policies."

U. S., England 
Help Boosting 
German Food 

BERLIN. May IS <A>— More than 
a million toiu of food was provided 
Germans by the United States and 
the United Kingdom in the first 
3U months of this year to support 
the German feeding program against 
disease and unrest, the latest report 
of the American military governor. 
Gen. Lucius D. Clay, said today. 

Approximately 75 per cent oI the 
food was allocated to the British 
occupied zone, where the food crisis 
admlttedUy Is more acute, and the 
»3t to the U, a, occupied areas. 

While the report covering condi- 
tions In the American lone through 
March gave little hope of improve- 
ment In the supply of food before 
the next harvest, It struck a more 
ojitlmlstlc note on Industrial recovery 
predicted that all the ground 
jdurtag the winter ahould bo 
up by the end ol May,

East 'Hit' 
By Raids 
Of B-29s 

NEW YORK, May 16 (JP)— 
An armada of more than 100 
B-29s, the mo.st powerful for- 
mation ever assembled in the 
United States, streaked over 
the akyBcrapera of New York 
at 12:31 p. m. (EDT) today. 

A total of 138 supftrfort- 
resBes took off from dispersed 
and distant bases for the 
"target" run over New York 
and subsequent streaks over 
Newark and Trenton, N. J., 
Philadelphia, Wilmington, 
Baltimore and Washington. 

A communication plane reported, 
however, that 130 of the big four- 
englned planes rendezvoused with 
spilt second timing over Cape May, 
N, J., at n;66 o. m., then laid a 
straight course of 130 miles to New 
York for the full-dress training 
review ot tho nation's heavy bomber 
Btrenglh. Tlie army did not an- 
nounce Immediately whether all the 
planes which started Joined for the 
run. 

New York Bushed 
Busy New York was hushed mo- 
menUrtly under the compounded 
roar of engines as millions of per- 
sons in noonday crowds gaped sky- 
ward through a slight haie. 
The B-29S roared overhead In 
stacked" formation, stepped from 
about 3.000 to 4.500 feet alUtude and 
spanning a sky area about two miles 
long and one and one-half miles 
wide. 

Gen. Oeorge C. Kenny, commander 
of the army air forces strategic air 
command, led the formation which 
he designated "Operation Pacific." 
It* prhnary purpose, he said, was 
training. 

Bomb Bays Yawn 
The bomb bays yawned empty and 
the B-a9s flew much lower than 
during actual war-Ume opcraUona, 
but otherwUe the flight was a simu- 
lation of the sortie and strike of a 
heavy bomber force. 

Tho formation droning over the 
most thickly populated area of the 
ootmtry represented every available 
B-» In the Dnlled SUtes. air forces 
sources said.

OUR RED POPULATION 
There aro more communists per capita In 
the U. S. today than there were in Russia In 
1B17, s^s J. Edgar Uoovor. the FBI chief. 
America hu one dues-paying comrade for 
every 1,814 non-commimlats. while In Russia 
30 yeara ago the proportion was one to 2,277. 

Furthermore, says Mr. Hoover, for each 
American communist there are 10 fellow 
travelers willing to follow his lead and do his 
work. If we add them to Moscow's figure of 
74,000 party members In this country, we get 
a figure of 814,000 active pro-communists, 
or about one for every 165 Americans. And 
since there are few reds In agriculture, man- 
agement, and the professions, the ratio must 
be much smaller In the fields where they are 
acUye. 

8o we can get an even more alarming figure 
than Mr. Hoover's 1,814 to one. But before 
we Jump to any conclusions, we might specu- 
late on how many antl-communlsts there 
were among Mr. Hoover's 2,277 Russian -non- 
communUts in 1S17. 

Russia had already thrown out the tsar In 
a wclaUst revolution when the Bolshevllu, 
core of the present Communist party, took 
over In the fall of 1817. The country was 
-proetrate and groping for leadership. Mili- 
tary defeat by Germany had touched oft the 
loni-smolderlng revolt of millions held in 
virtual slavery. 

That was the Russian situation In 1917. 
Bodallsm was assured in some form. The big 
question was when, how much, and by whom. 
.The bplshevllts answered that question. But 
their conquest was scarcely the conquest of 
one Leninist over 2,277 determined opponents. 

Whatever conclusion Mr. Hoover wishes 
drawn from his comparative figures. It is 
obvious that one communist could accom- 
plish more in the fertUe field or 1917 Russia 
than he can In America today. Yet this does 
* not leave us free to underestimate the com- 
munist menace here and now. For the com- 
rades would dearly love to create the sort of 
.chaos that le4 to their vlctoiy m Russia. 

There are iai present only two discernible 
ways by which they might do this. One would 
be for the rest of us to mismanage our econo- 
my so completely that a popular uprising 
could result. The other would be for us to 
become so gullible and confused as to permit 
the communists to gain enough control to 
create their own uprising before we woke 
up to what was happening. 

Both possibilities seem remote, but they are 
worth guarding against. A tendency toward 
the second Is responsible for much of the 
communist strength in America today. Borne 
of ui pick up the reds' catch phrases with- 
out realising their source or implications, and 
thus hllp sprtad basic propaganda. 

Too many liberals are Inclined to confuse 
communism with liberalism, and to call all 
their opponents (aselsts. Conversely, too 
many conservatives brand all liberalism as 
communism, thus infuriating sincere, patrl- 
oUc Ilberala and making them easier prey for 
the communists. 

Mr. Hoover's FBI has a big Job to do In un- 
covering and exposing active communism. 
But there is an equally big Job of education 
to ht done by our press, schools, political 
parties, unions, and other groups. That Job 
is to show us the party line where it exists, 
and to try to promote that temperate think- 
ing which can save the American people from 
being suckers on the one hand and bigots on 
the other. 



INDUSTRIAL PREPAREDNESS 
In two world wars an Initial lack of arms 
and equipment cost American lives and de- 
layed victory for America and her allies. 
Now, If there ever should bo a "next time," it 
Is unlikely that the tragic error of too little 
and too late will be repeated. 

The army-navy munition board has pre- 
pared an Industrial mobilisation plan, which 
the President could set in motion when a real 
"cloud" appeared on the horizon of peace. 
This Involvei a detailed program of conver- 
sion and remoblliEfttlon In Induntry, procure- 
ment, industrial dispersal, and a present plan 
for stockpiling strategic material. 

This is only doing m the production field 
what every major government, including our 
own, has always done m the field of military 
strategy. It Is not a preparation for inevit- 
able war. It Is rather a sensible and long 
overdue safeguard of peace. 

STEP TOWARD FREEDOM 
It cannot be assumed that the stroke of a 
Pin by India's constituent assembly has 
abolished forever the institution of "nn- 
toUChabUIty" In that caate-rtdden land. How 
W«ll a new law win serve to destroy an ages- 
old religious eustom remains to be ssen.

"We are the onljf agency In the United 6Ul«a gov- 
ernment." he added, "which not only pays It* way but 
makes money for Uncle Gam." 

ECCENTRIC— Tliese overpaymentj conaUted chiefly 
of excessive sums paid to the rUlroads for freight and 
passenger services during the war. The principal 
offender* In thl* respect were army-navy oHlclals, 
whose wartime handling of money waa eccentric, 
at lea«t. 

When Oaneral Warren was asked why the dleburser* 
of these fund* did not make their own check, he 
explained that exclusive authority for such an ic- 
countlng was given to hla organUaUon in the trans- 
portation act of WO. Other agencies do not have the 
necessary facllltle*. 

He added that the railroads had not submitted 
Illegal charges. They simply charged certain claaal- 
flcaUon rate* which, subsequent re-examlnallon dis- 
closed, did not apply to the government ahlpmenti. 
He did Imi^y, however, that the federal shipping 
official* should have been more consclenUoua and 
bu«lne*sllke In the first InaUnce. 

RETURN— American taxpayers demanding reduc- 
tion* may Uka comfort from the atory of the experi- 
ence of a British worklngman going the rounds of 
Waihlngton. The facU and figures are authentic.
